Four Fatalities During 
The Past Weck 


In the Colony of Hongkong, in- 
eluding the Island, Kowloon and the 
New Territories, during the week 
ending Inst'Snturday morning, there 
were altogether 60 traMec accidents, 
ns the result of which four persons 
were killed and 30 were injured, 


Of those killed, a Chineso girl, are 
9, wit knocked down by a motor bus, 
and the other, a Chinese mule, age 
38, by a arivate motor car, They 
were Loti crossing the trond, the 
former running and the Intler ‘walk. 
Ing. Two Chinese mules, both noge 
22, died from injuries recelved on 
falling from a moving tramcar and a 
moving bus, respectively. 


Of persons injured, 20 were ped 
trians who were cither ‘Walking or 
‘running across the’ rood and were 
struck by vehicles, A taxt driver, a 
taxt passenger, two private car 
drivers and a private car possenger, 
were Injured as a result of collisions 
between vehicles and trees. 

A private car ran into an embank« 
ment, injuring a Chinese male stand 
ing there, Two private car pas 
sengers were injured when thelr car 
ran off the rondway. A tram pas. 
senger.and a bus passenger were In- 
jured while plighting.from a moving 
tram and a moving bus, respectively,

Revelation At Trial Of 
Heroin Traffickers 


The esenpe of two suspects from 
the Sheungshul Pollee Stntion during 
the recent Border trouble was dis- 
closed at the Crim'nal Sessions yes-| 
terday dur'ng the trial of Au Yeung 
Chi-tony, 20, and Ho Hon-pun, 22, 
for untnwful possession of 30,000 
heroin pills at On Lok Chuen village, 
Fanling. 

The Chicf Justice, Str Atholl Mac- 
Gregor, tried the case and sentenced 
the accused to three years’ hord! 
labour after they had been found 
guilty by five of the following 
Jurors: Messrs. A, F. da Luz (Fore~ 
man), Leung Tien-yom, S. H. Bux, | 
A. V. Wong, G. Lau, L. D. Walch and 
J, R. Gomes, 

Mr, J. Whyatt, Crown Counsel, sald 
that on December 8 Revenue OMcer 

J. O'Ne!l received information and 
he went to tho road leading to. the 
village. There he suw car No, 4690, 
He detailed four men to keep it under 
observation. Afier almost three 
houra, the car moved and one of the 
observers stepped out and signalled 
the driver to stop. Inside the 
vehicle were four “men, Including the 
two accused. On belng asked if they 
had any contraband to declare, the 
first accused allghted and produced 
from under neath the bonnet of the 
eur a box which was full of heroin 
pills, 


Interpreter Misunderstood 


The men were taken to the 
Sheungshui Police Station, and the 
reason why the other two were not 
in the dock was because they 
escaped through o misunderstanding, 
The prople at the Pollce Station were; 
then very busy because of the large 
influx of refugees, and, when the 
four men were brought In, the, 
Indian {nterpreter, opparently due to 
too much work In hand, misunder- 
stood that only two of them were to 
be kept In custody. 

At the end of the case for the 
prosecutlon, the first accused said he 
was asked to take the box from an 
unnumbered hut in.tho-village to the! 
cor by & man named Ip, 
Promised him 40 or 50 cents tea- 
money. When the car was stopped, 
one of the Revenue OMcers whisper- 
cd’ something to Ip, ofter which they 
were brought before Mr, O’Nelll, who! 
took them to the Sheungshul Police! 
Station. There he was assaulted and 
forced to ndmit possession, . | 

The second prisoner sald he ace, 
companied Ip to the village to look 
for a friend and had no knewledge| 
of the heroin pills. . 

In his summing up, His Lordship 
sald the case was an unusust one and, 
in some respects, o disquleting one, and 
commented on the “comedy of errors” 
by the witnesses for the Crown, 
every one of whom gave different 
versions as to where the four men} 
sat when the car was stopped. His 
Lordship also referred to the unfor- 
tunate circumstances under which Ip 
and the other man escaped.

young artist working on a 
night shift watched the mice 
ereeping out of a hole in the 
skirting.

Any discussion of the cartoon 
must necessarily be quite Jargely 
devoted to Walt Disney, its su- 
preme exponent. He has made 
cartoon films so popular that it 
ig difficult to remember that the 
first animated cartoon was pro- 
duced in 1911, more than 20 
years after a patent for the first 
moving-picture camera had been 
obtained. 

“Colone) Heeza Liar,” which 
started in 1913, was the first 
popular series and was rapidly 
followed by 'Aesop’s Fables,” 
“The Inkwell Imp,” of Max 
Fleischer, and Pat Sullivan’s 
“Pelix the Cat.” Felix was by 
far the most popular of the 
silent . cartoon erecations and, 
casily outstripping his rival 
“Krazy Kat,’ continued in 
triumph until the advent of 
Mickey Mouse. — 

That Mickey should, on his 
first appearance, defeat his 
natural enemy, a cat, is no less 
than one might have expected. 
Perhaps it is because of this 
initial success that in his subse- 
quent adventures he has always 
displayed such irrepressible im- 
pudence. But the eredit is not 
really’ Mickey's. Disney made 
two silent Mickeys, ‘“Steam-boat 
Willie’ und “Plane Crazy,” 
which were not very successful; 
before that he -had made no 
fewer than 86 other films, which, 
however adequate, never rivalled 
the popularity of Felix. 

It was not until his pictures 
were synchronised with sound 
that he obtained real success. In 
September, 1928, he came to 
New York with his first sound- 
cartoon, “The Op’ry Hoase,” 
and after many rebuffs succeed- 
ed in placing it at a ~smail 
cinema. It was seen, and a few 
days later it was playing at the 
world’s largest cinema, the 
Roxy, New York. It seems 
clear, therefore, that Disney's 
success was primarily due not to 
the invention of Mickey but to 
his brilliant use of sound. 

At atime when the. studios 
were in a state of wild confusion 
over the new medium Disney 
stepped in with o sound — tech- 
nique which was, and is, in ad- 
vance of anything the studios 
could do. Many theories have 
been put forward to account for 
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One of the cartoons from 


success of Disney. A 
favourite one is that Mickey 
does all the things which the 
humdrum citizen would like to 
but dare not do. But Disney 
himself inclines to the former 
view. “It is all a question of 
timing,” is his own judgment on 
the subject. ,

IN ORDER to achieve this 
timing he introduced a tech- 
nique which was entirely new. 
After the details of the action 
have been decided upon—but not 
photographed — the _ music is 
written and recorded. The 
actions ure then fitted to the 
music, not the music to the 
actions, In- this: way every 
action is made to happen exactly 
“on the beat." Thus the jokes 
are timed by the music, An- 
other Disney characteristic—it 
might almost be called his trade 
mark—is his habit of capping 
each climax. If Mickey crashes 
into an obstacle, exactly a bar 
later, as the Iaughter is dying 
down, the.chandelier will fall on 
_ his head. 


Disney has, of course, had 
many imitators. There are not- 
ably “Betty Boop,” “Pop-eye the 
Sailor,” ‘and a number * of car- 
toons modelled on the Silly 
Symphonies, But none has ac- 
hieved the same success. Dis- 
ney’s first films were a serics of 
enrtoons. calicd “Laugh 
O’Grams,” | illustrating topical 
events and commissioned by a 
cinema owner in his home town 
of Kansas City. 

He then made “Red. Riding 
Hood,” which took him’ six 
months, followed by six other 
fairy tale cartoons. The com- 
pany went bankrupt, and Disney 
then struck out to work on his 
own. During the . next four 
years he ‘made GO cartoons; this 
was followed by 26 pictures fea- 
turing Oswald the Rabbit. 

The reason for the continued 
(as opposed to the initial) suc- 
cess of Walt Disney is his con- 
stant endeavour to try new 
ideas. If Mickey had remained

Won Talcoshing. Upon = receiving: 
the notice, witness, acting on behalf 
of defendant, usked Wong Fak-shing 
tu move, Wong Ieft the following 
day, but not before witness refunded 
him $24, being part of the rent which 
had been paid in advance, 


The premises ‘was then offered for 
rent and many would be tenants ap- 
plied, but they were earefully ox- 
nmined for fear of a similar case. On 
the fourth day of vacancy  womun 
who appeared to him to be respect- 
able and had a family, applied and 
he accepted ber os tenant believing 
that she was o refuree who had just 
arrived from the country, The name 
she gave him was Lee Mun, Shortly 
after she moved in he recelved uo 
niummons from the Court requesting 
him to attend, He learned that 
man had been convicted for using, the 
premises as a beroln divan, As a 
result of this he asked Lee Mun to 
move out-and rented the premises to 
n Governinent servant, He 
never aware that the premises were 
belng used as o heroin divan because 
he seldom went there. Whenever he

Landlord's Dutics 


Mr. Kwan submitted that it could 
not be supitested that defendant 
should send ‘some one there or even 
go himself fo make sure that die 
place was not being used as o heroin 
divan. “The Lindlord of a premises 
ig not supposed to take the plice of 
un policeman, to look after “such 
cuses,” said Mr. Kwan, who added 
the inagi decision in this par- 
ticular ©: was af paramount iim- 
portance to all Jandlords.

“After severe Oghting, Fahsicn, 25 
miles north of Canton to the cast of 
the Canton-Hankow Rallway, was re~ 
lost to the Japanese on Jan, 16. The 
Chinese withdraw to the north of 
Fahsien after their defence works 
were ull demolished by Japanese 
heavy vombardment.

German Trade Bovecott 


Threat To America. 


BERLIN, Jan. 18. 


GERMAN-AMERICAN commercial relations were 


sharply criticised by the Minister of Economics, Herr 
Walter Funk, in an article entitled: “Germany’s Path In 


Foreign Trade,” which appeared to-day in the January} 
issue of the magazine “The Four Year Plan.” 


The writer emhasised the fact 
that during the first ten months 
of 1938 Germany imported five 
milliard marks worth of goods 
from abroad, and that her 
purchases from the United 
States exceeded those from any 
other country. 

"It js interesting to note," pro- 
ceeds the article, that the nation

A private var ran into an embank- 
ment, injuring a Chinese male stand.

jured white auphting from a moving 
tram and a moving Dus, respectively, 

Of the 60 accidents, 20 were colli- 
slons between vehicles; 25 were 
collisions — between vehicles ana 
pedestrians; and 15 were due to other

F, as a United Press message 

indicated yesterday, Ameri- 
can engineers have solved the 
problem of utilising ultra-short 
wave-lengths of .frequencics 
varying from 30 to 300 million 
cycles a second for ordinary 
broadcasting purposes a remark- 
able advance in broadcasting 
has been achieved, * . 


It is interesting to recall that 
the lite Marchese Marconi told 
the Hongkong Telegraph some 
years ago, during 2 visit to this 
Colony, that ultra-short waves, 
then regarded as being available 
for .only quasi-optical ranges, 
would be used for world-wide 
communication within a decade. 
But no regular short-wave 
stations have been able to go 
below .wave-lengths of five 
metres except for experimental 


purposes, the -B.B.C.- television. 


service in England being the 
only exception. In this latter 
case, the range of reception has 
been -limited . to approximately 
50 miles, that is, a little further 
than the eye can see. There 
have been isolated instances of 
reception on the Continent and, 
a week or so ago, of reception in 
the United States and these 
have proved Marchese Marconi’s 
claim that the path of waves of 
such terrific frequencies is not 
governed by the curvature of 
the earth. 


The promise held forth by 
the discovery announced by. the 
University of Columbia, if sub- 
stantiated, . will revolutionise 
broadcasting.

BIGHTEEN YEARS AGO a 
young artist working on 3 
night shift watched the mice 
creeping out of a hole in the 
skirting.

ing industry in it 
commanding the respect of the 
most. highbrow and amusing 
both adults and children of all 
nationalitics, the world over. 

Any discussion of the cartoon 
must necessarily be quite largely 
devoted to Walt Disney, its su- 
preme exponent. He has made 
cartoon films 80 popular that it 
is difficult to remember that the 
first animated cartoon was pro- 
duced in. 1911, more than 20 
yeurs after a patent for the first 
moving-picture camera had been 
obtained. : 

“Colone| Heeza Liar,” which 
started in 1913, was the first 
popular series and was rapidly 
followed by “Acsop’s Fables,” 
“The Inkwell Imp,” of Max 
Fleischer, and Pat Sullivan's 
“Polix the Cat.” Felix was by 
far the most popular of the 
silent cartoon creations and, 
easily outstripping his rival 
“Krazy — Kat,” continued in 
triumph ‘until the advent of 
Mickey. Mouse. 

That Mickey should, on his 
first appearance, defeat his 
natural enemy, a cat, is no less 
than one might have expected. 
Perhaps it is because of this 
initial success that in his subse- 
quent adventures he has always 
displayed such irrepressible im- 
pudence. But the credit is not 
really. Mickey’s. Disney made 
two silent Mickeys, “Steam-boat 
Willie’ .and “Plane Crazy,” 
which were not very guccessftl ; 
before that he had made no 
fewer than 86 other films, which, 
however adequate, never rivalled 
the popularity of Felix. ‘ 

It was not until his pictures 
were synchronised with sound 
that he obtained real success. In 
September, 1928, he came to 
New York with his first sound- 
cartoon, “The Op’ry House,” 


and after many; rebuffs succeed--

In this’ way every 
netion is made to happen exactly 
“on the beat.” Thus the jokes 
are timed by the music. An- 
other Disney characteristic—it 
might almost be called his trade 
mark—is his habit of capping 
each climax. If.Mickey crashes 
into an obstacle, exactly a bar 
later, as the laughter is dying 
down, the chandelicr will fall on 
his head. ‘ 


Disney has, of course, had 
many imitators. ‘There are not- 
ably “Batty Boop,” “Pop-cye the 
Sailor,” and a number of cur- 
toons modelled on the Silly 
Symphonies. But nonce has ac- 
hieved the same success. Dis- 
ney’s firat films were 2 serics of 
cartoons called “Lauga 
O'Grams,” illustrating topical 
events and commissioned by 9 
cinema owner in his home town 
of Kansas City. 

He then made “Red Riding 
Hood,” which took him six 
months, followed-- by--8ix- other 
fairy tale cartoons. The com- 
pany went bankrupt, and Disney 
then atruck out to work on his 
own. During the next four 
-years he made 60 cartoons; this

was followed by 26 pictures fea- 


turing Oswald the Rabbit. 

The reason for the continued 
(as opposed to the initial) suc- 
cess of Walt Disney is his con- 
stant. endeavour to try new 
ideas.

In the hands of Disney, colour 
was an unqualified success.. 
Grimm and Andersen, mythology 
and the nursery were explored 
for subjects. Disney then work- 
ed'on the problem of producing a 
coloured Mickey Mouse. Disney 
still was not content. His next 
experiment was. longer cartoon 
films. For eighteen months his 
studios worked on a version of 
“Snow White,” which ran for av. 
hour and a quarter and cost £50,- 
000 and netted £1,000,000.

H. S. Rouse, of the Royal Hongkong 
Yacht Club, gathered ot the Wing On 
Shing shipyard yesterday for the 
launching of his new sailing yacht, 
Golden Dragon, Her, mission is the 
Fastnet race in August, 

Mra, Rouse performed the chris- 
tening ceremony, and, to the chatter 
of a string of flreworka, the Golden 
Drogon glided down the = slipway, 
resting on the water just as the final 
wireat cracker exploded, She takes 
her place on one of the trimmest craft 
on Hongkong waters, 

Above its red hull the Golden 
Dragon hos white sides, cut by a 
smart red line, At the bow on cach 
aide the name Js symbolised jn a 
gold and green dragon on o red 
panel, Her deck works and rigging 
are attractlve cnd neat ond her sail- 
ing gear modern and eMcient. Below 
deck she fs a triumph of built-in 
convenience, six bunks ond renson- 
able living spaco being incorporated, 

To conform to the requirements of 
the Royal Ocean Racing Club for the 
Fastnet race, the Golden Dragon's 
length at the load = waterline is 35 
fect. At the waterline she has a 
displacement of 14% tons, of which 
5.8 tons are in lead in the ballast 
keel, The sail sprend may vary 
from 1,050 to 1,240 square fect, At 
the Up of her tall mast, her racing 
flag will fly 62 feet above the deck. 


Hopes to Race in May 


Though the Fastnet race—which 
covers about 600 miles In an course 
from Cowes, round Fastnet Rock, olf 
the south-west coust of Ircland, and 
back {0 Cowes—is the Golden 
Dragon’s maln objective, Mr. Rouse 
hopes to have her unshipped in Eng- 
land and ready in thme for the Har- 
wich to Bremenhaven race of about 
330 miles, which begins on May 28, 
She will be shipped soon after the 
departure of Mr, Rouse and his wife 
for England, which will take place 
in a few months. 

In a brief speech before the chris- 
tening! Mr. Rouse severally thanked 
all who had assisted him in planning 
and building the Golden Dragon, He 
wished the Yacht Club Commodore, 
Mr, Cock, and vice-commodore, Mr, 
Croucher, the best of luck with their 
new craft, and ended his remarks 
with the persqnal hope that “this 
wind-blown fabric may prove to be 
not mere ‘boat,’ but a thing alive.” 

After the launching, Mr. Cock pro- 
posed a toust to the Golden Dragon 
and Mrs, Rouse, 

“Good luck and fair winds,” for 
the yacht and her owner was a wish 
also extended by Mr. Chan Wing- 
kan, manager, on behalf of the Wing 
On Shing Company. He recalled 
that st had taken four and a half 
‘months to complete the Golden 
Dragon, which had been built. of the 
best teak wood under the expert 
supervision of Mr. Rouse. He stated 
that the cutter Ma On Shon, built by 
his firm, had successfully weathered 
a typhoon on her maiden voyage to 
Singapore jin April, and added that 
the Golden. Dragon was.of the same 
stout construction,

- Umbrellas 


UMBRELLAS are usually neglected 
articles, and St fs no wonder that 
they often have a much shorter life 
than would be the case If you look 
them over for defects now and 
again. 

At the first sign of a small hole or 
a sit, open the umbrella to its fullest 
extent and stick a piece of adhesive, 
tupe over the hole. Apply the patch 
Inside, pressing against the tape on 
both sides. If you get tape to match 
the colour of your umbrella, the re- 
palr will be hardly noticeable, 

When the wirework of your 
umbrella becomes rusted It will 
sooner or later cause the material to 
perish, The cariest way to deal 
with rusty framework {is to rub ‘off 
the rust with emery paper and apply 
n coating of gold or aluminium paint.

GORDON SINCLAIR, special correspondent of the

Japanese bayonet wound in his shoulder as a result of meeting 


an aggressive sentry in the middie of 


hour. 


Sinclair was halted at the 
bayonet point while making his 
way back to the Shamecn Con- 
cesston with two Chinese guides. 
He attempted to hand over a 
speciat pass he had secured for 
the trip but the sentry, seeing a 
forelgner trying. to hond him some- 
thing while ignoring the bayonet, 
lunged forward and the point of the 
weapon inflicted a gosh on the 
journalist's shoulder. 

Tho sentry . then - consented to 
examine the pass and, without paying 
any attention to the two Chinese, 
allowed the party to proccod. 

Though frequently challenged by 
sentries, the Concession was reached 
without further incident and there 
Mr. Sinclair had his injury dressed 
ond treated by the well-known 
American doctor, Dr, Hayes. The 
Incldent happened’ on Saturday and 
yesterday Mr. Sinclair returned to 
Hongkong by the U.S.S, Mindanao 
after spending nine days dn Canton 
njlogether. . 


NO PROTEST 


No protest is being made In 
respect of the assault, it Js under- 
stood, the victim preferring to attri- 
bute {t to the sentry's excessive zeal 
and his own blameworthincss in being 
late rather than to a malicious attack 
on a forelgner. 

Mr. Sinclair told_a reporter that he 
had been visiting Saichuen on Satur- 
day and was much interested tn the 
{mmense military activity at the 
camp. : 

When he found he would not be 
able to reach the Concession before 
curfew, he nsked for a specinl pass 
to authorise him to make the 
dangerous journcy through =the 
blicked-out city. 

This pass was procured from the 
Japanese military. though not with- 
out some diMculty. The two 
Chinese guides were not at nll keen 
on the venture; they insisted that Mr. 
Sinclair lead the way! 

On the outskirts there were many 
challenges from Chinese sentries but 
inside, all the soldiers were Japanese. 
Most people soon get to Know the 
military pill boxes where the sentrics 
stand but Mr. Sinclair noticed that 
these were searcely used at all in 
practice, soldiers ap aring with 
bayonets fixed at the least expected 
corners. * : 


TAKE NO CHANCES 


Furthermore, they had u most un- 
pleasant way of dealing with the 
travellers, insisting that thg pass be 
handed to them at full arms stretch 
over the point of the bayonct—no 
ensy feot considering the length of 
the weapon when attached to a rifle.

TWO scientists of the Peking 
Union Medical College announce 
that-their studics of the remains 
lof the “Peking man” may throw 
a great deal of light on the 
origin of the American Indian. 


The two scientists are Dr. Franz 
Weldenreich and Dr, W. C. Pel, who 
have been devoting the last two 
years to studying the remains of the 
‘ancient Sinanthroupus _ population 
discovered in the caves at Choukou- 
tien, nbout 30 miles from Peking. 

Reporting upon their find:ngs, the 
scitntists state, “The now world- 
famous caves of Choukoutlen 
housed not only a very ancient 
Sinanthroupus population but also, 
though separately In the cave on the 
top of the hill Iknown as the Upper 
Cave, a quite different population 
who lived there at a much later 


period. 

“Skulls with the appearance of 
Melanesian, Eskimo and even priml- 
tive types similar to the oll man of 
the Upper Cave are not infrequently 
fourtd among pre and post-Columblan 
American Indians, - . 

. “Analogous findings of Choukoutlen 
prove that long before any immigra- 
tlon from Asia to the new world 
really took place, the same types 
which compose the American native 
populution were settling in or 
migrating through the castern part 
of Asia. ae

local Government schoole—a procedure which he 
deplored—was made by Mr. A. el Arculli this. morning 
when he gave away the prizes at the annual speech day of 


the Ellis Kadoorie School for 


In the course-of his report, 
the Headmaster, Mr. T. R. 
Rowell, B. Sc., said: 


_During the year under review— 
September, 1937 _ to August, 1938— 
the school was opened on 277 days 
as against 216 in the previous ‘year. 
The moximum enrolment was 200, 
the same as the year before, while 
the average attendance, 189 (or 044% 
per cent.) was two less. The de- 
creusc was due to several cases of 
prolonged ilincss—in one cnse ex- 
tending over five months. 

There were several changes in staff 
dur:ing the year. In Scptember, 1937, 
Mr. Chik Sju-foolc replaced:-Mr. Pun 
Yul-kwan as physical Instructor and 
was himself replaced by Mr. Chan 
Sik-tim in February. Mr. Tam Yuke 
tsun, B.A., jolned the staff in October, 
1037. In May I took over the school 
from: Mr. A. White who went on 
leave prior to retirement, after 15 
years service with the Education 
Department and two years as Head- 
master of this school, JI should Ilke 
to say how much Mr, White was 
appreciated by the staf and boys of 
this School and we wish him, and 
Mrs. White, a long and happy period 
of Icisure in Northern Ireland, where 
he has settled down. (Applausc).

Sequel To 
Armed Hold-up 
Of Picnickers 


AN ARMED HOLD-UP. of a 
party of picnickers at Ding Dong 
Rock, Kowloon City, on Decem- 
ber 12, had a sequel at the 
Criminal Sessions this morning, 
when two men, Yuen Chun, 23, 
unemployed, and Wong Kam-fu, 
23, dentist, were charged before 
Mr, Justice R. E, Lindsell with 
robbery. 


They were alleged to have robbed 
Tam Man-lung and his wife, Chan 
Wal-fong, of $63.30 In moncy and a 
quantity of valuables to the total of 
$247.30, Yuen was additionally 
charged with the unlawful possession 
of a dagger. 


A woman, Chan Chu, 30, was 
charged with receiving stolen pro- 


perty. 

Yuen denied the charge of robbery 
but pleaded guilty to possession of 
the dagger. Both Wong and the 
woman denied the charges against 


them. 

The following Jury was cm- 
panelled: - Messrs. J. M. Dalziel 
(foreman), B. Ditty, J. R. Jones, 
Yung Shiu-cho, S. H. Langston, W. JS. 
Priest and A, BE, Ribeiro. 

Prosecuting, Mr. J. B. Prentis, 
Assistant Crown Solicitor, sald that 
Mr, Tam and his wife lived together 
with thelr children at Leighton Hill 
Road, Happy Valley. 

On December 12, Mr. Tam decided 
to take the family to an outing at 
Hou Wong Temple near the Ding 
Dong Rock. The famlly crossed the 
Haebou and eventually arrived at the 
Rock. 


TRAPPED UNDER ROCK 


As they were nearing the place, 
they noticed two men nearby, but 
pald no particular attention to them. 
Mr. Tam and his family entered a 
hollow under the Rock for their 
plenic, and as they got inside, notleed 
a man standing at the far end of 
the hollow, holding a dagger. They 
turned oround, and saw a second 
man standing at the entrance. This 
person held what appeared ta be a 
revolver. . 

Mr, Tam was compelled by the 
men to hand over his watch and 
chain, a jade and gold finger ring, 
and a wallet containing $65 as well 
ag other articles, Mrs. Tam was 
forced to give up four finger rings 
fo the second accused. After the 
robbery, Mr. Tam and his family 
made their way. to Kowloon City 
police station, where they reported 
{he occurrence, ee 


RINGS RECOGNISED 


The next doy, the woman uceused 
went to the Kut Cheung pawnshop 
where she handed over two rings to 
pawn, but these were recognized by 
the: pawnbroker as being among 
those stated to have been stolen. 
He had previously received oa clm}’ 
culated description of the missing 
property. The woman was detained, 
and on fier information, the first ac- 
cused was arrested, She stated that 
a mon named Ah Yuen had given 
her the rings to pawn. Wong was 
prrested on December 20, and was 
{dentified by Mr. Tam, his wife, and 
small son. 

After evidence by the prosecution 
had been adduced, second caccused 
said he had been forced by Yuen to 
commit the crime, 

The woman said she did not know 
the rings were stolen, Yuen Ilved in 
her hut, and he owed her rent.

Broadcasting 
‘as a United Press message 


Fr, 

I indicated yesterday, Amerti- 
can engineers have solved the 
problem of -utilising ultra-short 
wave-lengths of frequencies 
varying from 30 to 300 million 
cycles  .second for ordinary 
broadcasting purposes a remark- 
able advance in broadcasting 
has been achieved. 


It is interesting to recall that 
the late Marchese Marconi told 
the Hongkong Telegraph some 
years ugo, during a visit to this 
Colony, that ultra-short waves, 
then regarded as being available 
for only quasi-optical ranges, 
ould be used for world-wide 
communication within a decade. 
But no regulir short-wave 
stations have been able to go 
below wave-lengths of five 
metres except for experimental 
purposes, the B.B.C. television 
service in England being the 
only exception. - In this - latter 
case, the range of reception has 
been limited to’ approximately 
50 miles, that is, a little further 
than the cye oan see. There 
have been isolated instances of 
reception on the Continent and, 
n week or so ago, of reception in 
the United States and these 
have proved Marchese Marconi’s 
claim that the path of waves of 
such terrific frequencies is not 
governed by the curvature of 
the earth. 


The promise held forth by 
the discovery announced by the 
University of Columbia, if sub- 
stantiated, will revolutionise 
broadcasting. It will bring tele- 
vision and world broadcasting 
programmes to Hongkong with- 
out interference, mar-made or 
otherwise. It will eliminate the 
confusion of a dozen broadenst- 
ing stations striving to emit 
programmes ‘on trequency-bands 
on which there is only room for 
six. 

If the claims -are not sub- 
stantiated > there seems_ little 
hope that the’ entertainment 
provided in Hongkong by this 
Jatest of sciences will change 
materially for many years to 
come. 


Yor instance, there js little 
hope that Hongkong will be pro- 
vided with television, despite 
the fact that the recent report 
of the Television Committee in 
England has, in the light of the 
experience gained at Alexandria 
Palace, planned the construction 
of additional stations through- 
out the Uniled Kingdom. 


Yet there is no apparent ren- 
son why Hongkong -should not 
be one of the first parts of the 
Empire, outside London, to 
enjoy television. Tho  trans- 
mitting apparatus js not unduly 
expensive, and the receiving 
apne ‘which can be em- 
ployed for both visual and sound 
reception, :

Any discussion of the cartoon 
must necessarily be quite largely 
devoted to Walt Disney, its su- 
preme exponent. He has made 
cartoon films so popular. that it 
is difficult Lo remember that the 
first unimated cartoon was pro- 
duced.in 1911, more than 20 
years after a patent for the first 
moving-picture camera had been 
obtained. 

“Colonel Heeza Liar,” which 
started in 1913, was the first 
popular serics and was rapidly 
followed by “Acsop’s Fables,” 
“The Inkwell Imp,” of Max 
Fleischer, and Pat Sullivan's 
“Felix the Cat.” Felix was by 
far the most popular of the 
silent cartoon creations and, 
easily outstripping his rival 
“Krazy ‘Kat,’”” continued in 
triumph until the advent of 
Mickey Mouse. 

That Mickey should, on his 
first appearance, defeat his 
natural enemy, a cat, is no less 
than one might have expected. 
Perhaps it is becnuse of this 
initial success that inshis subse- 
quent adventures he has always 
displayed such irrepressible im- 
pudence. But the eredit is not 
really Mickey's. Disney made 
two silerit Mickeys, ‘“Steam-boat 
Willie” and “Plane Crazy,” 
which were not very successful; 
before that he had made no 
fewer than 86 other films, which, 
however adequate, never rivalled 
the popularity of Felix. 

It was not until bis pictures 
with ‘sound 
that he obtained real success. In 
September, 1928, he came to 
New York with his first sound- 
cartoon, “The Op’ry. House,” 
and after many rebuffs succecd- 
ed. in placing it at a smal 
cinema. It was seen, and a few 
days later it was playing at the 
world’s largest cinema, the 
Roxy, New York. It seems 
clear, therefore, that Disney's 
success was primarily duc not to 
the invention of Mickey but to 
his brilliant use of sound. 

At atime when the studios 
were in a state of wild confusion 
over the new medium Disney 
stepped in with a sound  tech- 
nique which was, and is, in ad- 
vance of, anvthing the studios 
could do. Many. theories have 
been put forward to account for

If Mickey crashes 
into-an obstacle, exactly a.bar 
later, as the laughter is dying 
down, the chandelier will fall on 
his head. 


Disney has, of course, had 
many imitators, There are not- 
ably “Betty Boop,” “Pop-eye the 
Sailor,” and a number of car-~ 
toons modelled on the Silly 
Symphonies. But none has. ac- 
hieved the same success. Dis- 
ney’s first films were a series of 
cartoons called “Laugh 
O'Grams,” illustrating — topical 
events und commissioned by a 
cinema owner in his home town 
of Kansas City. 


He then made “Red Riding 
Hood,” which took him six 
months, followed . by six other 
fairy tale. cartoons... The com- 
pany went bankrupt, and Disney 
then struck out to work on his 
own. During the next four 
years he made GO cartoons; this 
was followed by 26 pictures fea- 
turing Oswald the Rabbit. 

The reason for the. continued 
(as opposed to the initial) auc- 
cess of Walt Disney is his con- 
stant endeavour to try new 
ideas. If Mickey had remained 
just Mickey,. Disney would ‘not

Then jn 1929 he branched oul 
into other work. ‘The Skeleton 
Dance” set to music based on 
the Danse Macabre was the first 
of the Silly Symphonies of which 
it has been well said that the 
only really silly people are those 
who think they are not sym- 
phonies.

“Frolicking Iish,” “Arctic An- 
tics," and films of the four sen- 
sons of the year soon followed 
and established their popularity. 

Still Disney was not content. 
Six years ago, while the studios 
were still dithering, Disney took 
exclusive rights in the improved’ 
Tochnicolour process and pro- 
duced “Trees And Flowers,” the 
first coloured Silly Symphony.. 
Two yeurg later, the other car- 
toons followed. 

In the handg of Disney, colour 
was an unqualified success. 
Grimm and Andersen, mythology 
and the nursery were explored 
for subjects. Disney then work- 
ed on the problem of producing a 
coloured Mickey Mouse. Disnoy 
still was not content. Wis next 
experiment was longer cartoon 
films. For cighteen months his 
studios worked on a version of 
“Snow White,” which ran for an 
hour and a quarter and cost £50,- 
000 and netted £1,000,000. 

Walt Disney is only 37, what 
does there remain for him to do? 
Doubtless he will experiment 
with stercoscopy, but at present 
that is only on the distant hori- 
zon. In England Len Lye is ex- — 
perimenting with abstract car- 
toons in pure colour. Perhaps 
Disney will try his hand at these, 

Disney’s vision has enabled 
him to keep ahead of competitors 
hitherto, and to boast that over 
a million. drawings have been 
made of Mickey Mouse, the most 
internationally popular hero the: 
world has ever known, Long: 
may it continue to do the same.

‘Golden Dragon’s Aim : | 
Is The Fastnet Race 


Friends and well-wishers of Mr. 
H, S, Rouse, of the Royal Hongkong 
xrghe Club, gathered at the Wing On 
Shiny shipyard yesterday for the 
launching of his new salling yacht, 
Her mission {8 the 
Fastnet race in August. 


Mra. Rouse performed the chris- 
tening ceremony, and, to the chatter 
of a string of Areworks, the Golden 
Dragon glided down the~ slipway, 
resting on the water just as the final 
«reat cracker exploded. She takes 
her place az onc of the trimmest craft 
on Hongkong waters. 


Above its red hull the Golden 
Dragon has white sides, cut by a 
smart red Une. At the bow on each 
side the name is symbolised in a 
gold and green dragon ono red 
panel, Her deck works and rigging 
are attractive snd neat and her sail- 
ing gear modern and cficient, Below 
deck she is a triumph of built-in 
convenience, six bunks and reason- 
able Hving space being Incorporated. 


To conform to the requirements of 
the Royal Ocean Racing Club for the 
Fastnet race, the Golden Dragon's 
length at the load waterline is 35 
feet, At the waterline she has a 
displacement of 14% tons, of which 
5.8 tons are in lead in the ballast 
keel, The all spread may vary 
from 1,050 to 1,240 squnre fect. At 
the Hp of her tall mast, her racing 
flag will fly 62 fect nbove the deck, 


Hopes to Raco.in May 


Though the Fastnet race—which 
covers about 600 miles In a course 
from Cowes, round Fastnet Rock, off 
the south-west coast of Ireland, and 
back 40 Cowes—is the Golden 
Dragon's main objective, Mr. Rouse 
hopes to hava her unshipped in Eng- 
land and ready in time for the Har- 
wich to Bremenhaven race of about 
330 miles, which begins on May 28. 
Sho will be shipped soon after the 
departure of Mr. Rouse and his wife 
for England, which will take place 
in a few months. 


In a brief speech before the chris- 
tening Mr. Rouse severally thanked 
all who had assisted him in planning 
and bullding the Golden Dragon. He 
wished the Yacht Club Commodore, 
Mr. Cock, and vice-commodore, Mr. 
Croucher, the best of Iuck with their 
new craft, and ended his remarks 
with the personal hope that “this 
wind-blown fabric may prove to be 
not mere ‘boat,’ but a thing alive.” 


After the launching, Mr. Cock pro- 
posed a toast to the Golden Dragon 
and Mrs, Rouse. 


“Good luck: and fair winds,” for 
the yacht and her owner was a wish 
also extended by Mr. Chan - Wing- 
kan, manager, on behalf of the Wing 
On - Shing. Company. He ‘recalled 
thot it had taken four and ao half 
months to complete the Golden 
Dragon, which had been bullt of the 
best teak wood under 
supervision of Mr, Rouse. He stated 
that the cutter Ma On Shan, built by 
his firm, had successfully weathered 
a typhoon on-her malden voyage to 
Singupore in April, and added that 
the Golden Dragon was of the same 
stout construction, :

Washington, Jan. 18. ~ 

The committee of both Houses in 
Congress to-day concentrated on ex-

Major-General H. H. Arnold told 
the House of Representatives military 
affairs committee that the United 
States defences require new alr 
bases at Puerto Rico, Alnska, Hawall, 
and two in continental United States. 
He said that construction of five 
bases, with provision for 3,000 new 
planes ond the training of additional 
personnel, should be undertaken im- 
medintely, and the new bases occtl- 
pied within two years. 

Other War Department officials 
warned the congressional committee 
that the Panama Canal must be made 
destruction-proof to assure uninter- 
rupted ficct movements between the 
Atlantic and Paelfle const mn the event 
of war. 

PLANS PREPARED 

The Secretary of War, Mr. Harry 
Woodring, and the Chief of Staff, 
General Malin Craig, appeared before 
the military affairs committees of 
both the Senate and House, revealing 
that plans had mready been preparcd 
to construct a supplemental channel 
and locks at strategic 
which warships could use In the 
event of the regular locks being des- 
troyed by an enemy, They estimated 
that the construction of this unit 
would cost belween $200,000,000 and
